The canjss of corrosion of galvanized 


Iron extensions to chimneys Is laid 
generally to condensation which forms 
Inside the stack, and -which In con- 
junction with the carbon which has 
been deposited In -use, creates a gal- 
vanic action which toon destroys the 
zinc coating and finally eats through 
the iron or steel base. 
To prevent 


the condensation an »lr space around 
the stack Is recommended. The stack 
Is made double from the base to n 
point close to the top, -with small iron 
braces between the inner and onter 
casings. These may be riveted close 
to the ends of the sheets la course of 
construction. 
The air space may be
